PEARL HARBOR, Hawaii (UPI) — There was just something about 
Leonard Cozzo’s Thanksgiving dinner that didn’t seem right. 
A traditionalist of the old school, Cozzo made certain everything about the 
dinner was as traditionally American as the big scoop of ice cream that 
floated atop the hot mince pie. 
There was the turkey of course: succulent and juicy inside with the crisp, 
parchment skin that had been roasted to perfection. The baked ham was a 
rose pink with the traditional pineapple and raisin sauce. The dressing was 
New England style —with oysters. For those who had an aversion to turkey, 
Len had trays of lobster tails swimming in butter on the warming trays. 
The biscuits came to the table piping hot and covered with a red napkin to 
keep them from floating off the table. Naturally there were the traditional 
trimmin’s: cranberry sauce, giblet gravy, and applesauce preceded by a 
choice of shrimp or crabmeat cocktails. All this was anchored by mince or 
pumpkin pie, fruit cake, ice cream or a plate full of them all. 
And the guests were typical polyglot American. The Gozzo family were 
from Steubenville, Ohio. Jim 
Mullally 
was from Cincinnati. Tom 
McCellan III, came all the way from Birmingham, Ala., and Dave Finch 
was out of West Chazy, N.Y. 
But you just had the feeling that the Pilgrim fathers didn’t have eating 
under water in mind when they started the tradition of Thanksgiving dinner. 
For the meal served by specialist chief Gozzo and his cooks was prepared 
and served aboard the nuclear submarine Tautog, which hosted the crew’s 
families while the blackhulled boat was tied up at Pearl Harbor. 
The guests all made the rather unusual entrance to the feasting room, 
squeezing through a deck hatch and descending down two decks to the 
compact galley where the dinner was served. 
Seldom has so much good food come out of such a small space as Cozzo and 
his cooks ladled out Thursday. Charles Ullrich of Bakersfield, Calif., and 
Lawrence Weller of Millerburg, Pa., worked elbow to elbow in the cramped 
confines of the kitchen, which produced the first prize in the submarine 
competition for food.

In Holiday Accidents 
Fewer Travelers Hurt

Traffic safety officials gave thanks 
to miserable weather over much of 
the nation for keeping millions of 
Americans indoors Thursday and the 
Thanksgiving holiday weekend traffic 
death toll under predictions. 
An estimated 460 to 560 people could 
die and another 20,000 to 25,000 suffer 
disabling injuries in traffic accidents 
during the four-day weekend, ac­ 
cording to the National Safety 
Council. 
A fire in Beaumont and a two-car 
crash near Raymondville accounted 
for most of the Texas fatalities 
registered during the first part of the 
Thanksgiving holiday weekend. 
Police said the fire at a Beaumont 
halfway house for transients killed 
Earl Marie Rabe, about 70; Billie 
Jean Coleman Lewis, 40, and Dixie 
Hussteter, 33. Their hometowns were 
not available. 
A fourth woman was injured in the 
fire, which police said appeared to be 
accidental, and was taken to a 
Galveston hospital. 
Three persons were killed late 
Wednesday in a two-car head-on 
collision about 25 miles north of 
Raymondville on U.S. 77. 
A United Press International count 
at 4 a.m. EST today showed 117 people 
died in traffic accidents since the start 
of the holiday weekend at 6 p.m. 
Wednesday. The count concludes at 
midnight Sunday.

A Safety Council spokesman said 
the holiday estimate was lower than 
the average traffic toll for a four-day, 
non-holiday weekend in late autumn 
and said reduced travel and increased 
use of public transportation helped 
make the Thanksgiving weekend 
safer for motorists. 
A winter storm which swept across 
the Pacific Northwest and upper 
Midwest Thursday also encouraged 
motorists to stay off the roads. 
Four young men were killed in a 


two-car head-on collision on 
a 
Missouri state road between Labadie 
and Villa Ridge, Mo., in one of the 
worst mishaps of the weekend. 
Police said a car driven by Ray 
Doer, 
21, of Washington, Mo., 
crossed the center line and collided 
head-on with a car driven by Raynold 


Baker. 40, of New Haven. Mo. Baker’s 
car was on the shoulder of the road 
when it was struck. 
Doer and three passengers in his 
car

Washington; John Stallman, 20, of 
New Haven; and Michael Slemp, 20, 
of Union, were killed.

Egypt Issues Invitation 
To Palestinian Leaders 


CAIRO, Egypt — Egypt has decided 
to invite Palestinian leaders living in 
Israel and Israeli-occupied lands to 
visit Cairo for talks on a Middle East 
peace, a move aimed at undercutting 
the 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization. 
The ruling political party, the Arab 
Socialist Party of Egypt, made the 
decision Thursday at a meeting called 
to discuss President Anwar Sadat’s 
breakthrough visit 
to Israel 
last 
weekend. 
Sadat’s agreement with Israel that 
there would be “no more war” bet­ 
ween their nations has drawn bitter 
attacks from the PLO, Syria and other 
hard-line Arabs. 
Andrew Young, the American 
ambassador to the United Nations, 
rose to Egypt’s defense Thursday in 
New York, praising Sadat’s trip to 
Jerusalem as a demonstration of 
“rare vision.” 
The Israeli cabinet also met 
Thursday and vowed to continue 
discussing possible ways of bringing 
peace to the Middle East. 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said Egypt was expected to announce 
wnat it considered the next step in 
direct contacts with Israel. The an­ 
nouncement could come Saturday 
when Sadat is scheduled to address 
his Parliament. 
Egypt, in its campaign to stifle 
radical Arabs, expelled three top 
Palestinian officials Wednesday and 


ejected a senior Iraqi official Thur­ 
sday, Dr. Abdel Aal al-Saqban, 
secretary general 
of the Arab 
League’s Economic Unity Council. 
The Socialist Party did not specify 


which Palestinians would be invited to 
Cairo but it appeared the party was 
attempting to establish contact with 
Palestinians more moderate than the 
PU). 


IRS Denies Informers 
Compensation for Info 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gov­ 
ernment tax collectors get thousands 
of tips each year from citizens who 
expect a financial reward in return for 
helping Uncle Sam nail income tax 
cheats. 
But most of them don’t receive a 
penny for their efforts. 
The Internal Revenue Service said 
during the past three years 14,667 
people volunteered information, but 
only 1,414 of them — less than IO 
percent — received a cash reward. 
An IRS spokesman said $1,052,550 
has been paid out to informers during 
the three-year period — an average of 
$744.38 each. 
The federal Treasury, however, 
came out far ahead in the deal. 
According 
to 
the 
IRS, 
the 
government collected $35,276,414 from 
taxpayers, including $14.9 million 
during fiscal 1977. 
“The motivation behind an 
in­ 


former’s reasoning for calling us 
about another taxpayer could fill a 
psychology book,” the IRS spokesman 
said. “It includes patriotism, anger, 
envy, but many tips are based on the 
age-old principle of ‘I paid mine, he 
better pay his.’” 
The spokesman explained that the 
decision to pay off in exchange for a 
tip is completely unilateral. 
“It is based on the theory of how 
much help the informer was to us,” he 
said. “The tip has got to lead us to 
untaxed income, which we ordinarily 
would not have recovered. 
“Someone cannot simply get drunk, 
get mad and call us. There must be 
some substance.” 
The spokesman said the largest 
single payment to an informer during 
fiscal 1977 was $50,000. The IRS got 
more than $500,000 using the clan­ 
destine information received from 
him. 


GREGORY JAILED: Comedian and civil rights activist Dick Gregory has 
been arrested — along with his wife, Lillian, and M assachusetts state Sen. Bill 
Owens — for carrying placards saying “Thou Shalt Not Kill” in front of the South 
African Embassy in Washington. They were booked on charges of demonstrating 
within 500 feet of a foreign embassy. In a statement aimed at the White House, 
Gregory said, “We ask you to move swiftly to demonstrate to the rulers of the 
world’s most wicked government that our nation will no longer help to subsidize 
human degradation which is an obscenity before God.” 


DAYS DWINDLE AT SPAN-DAU: Rudolf Hess — Hitler’s former top deputy — 
is 83 years old now and he’s collapsed several times during daily exercise periods 
in West Germany’s Spandau prison. His son, Wolf-Rudiger Hess, has been trying 
to secure his release for years, and now, backing his bid for his father’s freedom 
are ex-West German Minister of Justice Ewald Bucher and Eugene Bird — 
former U.S. commandant of Spandau.

Emergency ambulance service is 
heading for a new look 
After resisting the trend for several 
years, the Plano Fire Department is 
switching to the modular ambulance. 
Often referred to as 
“the meat 
wagon,” the new ambulance is ex­ 
pected to save thousands of dollars. 
The modular ambulance, designed 
to be carried on a truck chassis, can 
be used years longer, barring ac­ 
cident or other mishap 
Instead of replacing the whole 
ambulance, the city will only have to 
buy chassis in the future. Chief Lee 
Mayfield said 
the modular 
body 
should last for about five chassis 
changes. 
The city recently purchased two of 
the modular ambulances for about 
$20,000 each One is already in service 
and the other is expected to arrive 
soon. 
One of the traditional type am ­ 
bulances now in service will be 
retained as a 
backup 
unit 
The 
traditional am bulance costs about 
$14,000. 


Fire departm ent personnel were 
reluctant to change to the modular 
ambulance, because the ride is not as 
smooth for the patient. 
Firefighters who have used the first 
ambulance report that driving and 
m aneuverability are no problem. The 
ride is a little rougher, but the men 
have been able to adjust to the motion. 
A prime reason for the switch to 
modular is additional room 
The 
modular ambulance has about twice 
the space in the rear as the am ­ 
bulances previously in use 
“ In the near future, we’re going to 
have to go to a paramedic program ,” 
Mayfield added. “ We can see it 
coming, so we decided to switch to the 
modular ambulance now- 
“ We need the extra space for all the 
equipment required by param edics,” 
he explained. “ There will still be a lot 
of extra space in the new ambulances 
with 
the additional 
equipm ent, 
however.” 
Currently, the department calls on 
about 
20 
E m ergency 
M edical 
Technicians to staff its ambulances. 
Mayfield noted that the departm ent 


had previously tried to have every 
firefighter become an EMT, but the 
cost became prohibitive. 
Now the department requires every 
man to pass advanced first aid and 
many have become Emergency Care 
Attendants, one step below EMTs, 
Whenever 
possible, 
the 
two 
firefighters assigned to handle all 
ambulance calls on a shift are EMTs, 
Mayfield stressed. 
To obtain an EMT rating, the men 
take 120 hours of formal classroom 
training Much of the course is taught 
by licensed physicians 
Then the men are required to work 
in a hospital for another 40 hours. 
Most of the practical experience is 
gained in the emergency room and 
obstetrics techniques, although some 
time is spent in the operating room 
EMTs are allowed to administer 
oxygen, 
give 
mouth 
to 
mouth 
resuscitation, do CPR and the normal 
bandaging and splinting. They cannot 
administer any medication or make a 
diagnosis. 
If the EMTs go on to become

Frost will be hitting Collin 
county before long, and this 
could lead to prussic acid 
poisoning 
in 
livestock 
grazing certain pasture 
grasses and forages, points 
out Jam es R. Risinger, 
county agent with the Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Although many plants 
contain the toxic material 
that causes poisoning, those 
causing the highest mor­ 
tality in livestock when 
grazed after they have been 
frozen 
and 
wilted 
are 
Johnson and Sudan grasses 
and Sorghum or hybrids of 
these. 
The most dangerous time 
as far as the grazing of these 
plants 
is 
concerned 
is 
followin 
. ost when the 
plant material begins to wilt, 
emphasizes tile county agent. 
Livestock should not be 
allowed access to the wilted 
material until it has dried 
completely. This usually 
takes three or four days of 
good sunlight. New plant 
growth usually becomes 
nontoxic and can be grazed 
within IO days to two weeks 


following a rain. 
As far as prussic acid 
poisoning is concerned, the 
poison acts rapidly and can 
kill animals within minutes. 
In most acute cases, animals 
become affected within IO - 
15 minutes after eating toxic 
material and can die in two 
to three minutes. Symptoms 
may include a brief period of 
stim ulation 
followed by 
depression and 
paralysis. 
Signs of colic may be 
present. Stupor (loss of 
s e n s ib ility ) , 
d iffic u lt 
breathing 
and 
frequent 
convulsions may result. 
Death is caused by suf­ 
focation 
since 
oxygen 
remains in the blood and is 
not exchanged to the tissues. 
This also causes the blood to 
appear bright red.

Animals that are not hungry 
will not be affected as 
seriously by toxic material 
since their intake will be 
limited. 
—Remove all anim als 
from the pasture if one in the 
herd shows any signs of 
poisoning. 
—Call 
a 
veterinarian 
immediately if an animal 
appears to be poisoned. An 
antidote to treat affected 
animals is highly efficient if 
given early. This product is

material checked by the 
Texas Veterinary Medical

The 
overall 
key 
to 
preventing prussic 
acid 
poisoning in livestock is to be 
aware of plant materials 
that may cause poisoning 
and then to keep cattle from 
grazing such plants until a 
safe period has passed. 


During these off-season 
days when the weather is 
cooler and the outdoor garden 
has mostly packed it in, it’s a 
good idea to take advantage 
of the lull to concoct some 
new ideas for next spring’s 
garden. 
For example, I’ve been list­ 
ing some of the garden items 
I’ve not grown for a long time 
and would like to try again — 
like a brilliant, multicolored 
bed of portulaca, or moss 
rose in a sunny spot. This is a 
low-growing plant with al­ 
most cactus-like foliage (not 
prickly though) and large, 
double, ruffled blooms in 
many vivid colors. 
But the item I think we’ve 
let slip most over the past few 
years is our herb collection. 
Several years ago my wife 
went in big for herbs, and 
planted almost every known, 
and some practically un­ 
known, herb in our garden. 
Now, however, some of our 
favorites, 
like 
the thyme 
bush, needs a new plant to re­ 
place it. Others, like borage, 
have been dug out simply be­ 
cause we found we didn’t use 
it. Others need digging out 


because 
they 
are 
too 
invasive. One such is our 
lemon balm, which has com­ 
pletely 
engulfed 
and 
obliterated the sage plant, 


and is currently taking over 
the lawn. A charming and 
terribly hardy plant, with 
sw eetly 
lem on-scented 
leaves, the lemon balm, I am 
afraid, is living on borrowed 
time. 


Having missed some of her 
favorite herbs for cooking 
this season, my wife ordered 
me to dig out a massively 
overgrown spirea from a 
corner of the perennial 
border near the kitchen door. 
Since then she has dug in 
buckets of kitchen vegetable 
waste at the site. There, in 
the spring, she is planning to 
plant up 
new specimens, 
grown from seed, of her 
favorite perennial herbs — 
thyme, sage, chive and rose­ 
m ary. Behind these, she 
plans to seed her favorite an­ 
nual herbs — dill, basil and 
summer savory. 
I suspect she will also take 
a strip of border along the 
house by the kitchen door, in 


the sun, for some extras. 
Th Nine, for example — there 
never seems to be enough of 
that, for each time my wife 
cooks a fish in foil it is always 
topped with lemon slices and 
a large branch of the thyme 
plant. 
Old-time gardeners swear 
that herbs can be used as 
doctors in the backyard 
garden. Garlic, for example, 
planted in amongst the rose 
bushes will keep off aphids. 
Borage keeps the strawber­ 
ries healthy, and cabbages 
are aided by sage, mint, 
thyme and rosemary. 
Mint, a favorite of ours, 
should be planted in an old tin 
bucket or other container 
with the bottom cut out, to 
prevent its spreading. My 
wife dries mint leaves for 
cooking, and also to scatter 
over the rugs before vac­ 
uuming, to freshen up the 
house. Works better than any 
aerosol.

Dear Doc: When is the 
best tim e to transplant 
several trees in our land­ 
scape? Any special tips? 
Transplanting is best done 
in mid-winter after a hard 
freeze or two. Dig the soil 
ball carefully, allowing 8-10 
inches of ball diameter per 
inch of trunk diam eter. 
Make sure all roots are 
severed before you lift the 
ball, and take pains to keep it 
intact. Prune top growth to 
compensate for roots lost 
during digging, generally a 
30-50 percent cutback. Plant 
at the same height as the 
tree grew before, then water 
deeply and thoroughly. 
Dear Doc: Our redbud tree 
has become pretty sparse 
the last several months. Now 
we notice a big batch of 
mushrooms growing out one 
side of the trunk. What 
damage do they do? 
It sounds like mushroom 
root rot, a serious disease of 
older 
redbuds. 
There’s 
really no chemical control. 
About all you can do is 
remove the tree and replace 
it with a live oak, red oak, 
cedar elm, pecan or some 
other resistant species. You 
may, first, want to cut out 
the decayed portion, dust 
with sulfur and spray with 
pruning paint. 
There’s at 
least hope that this is only a 
group 
of 
mushrooms 
growing out of a decayed 
spot. If the tree fails to 
respond by spring it’s likely 
the disease. 
Dear 
Doc: 
What’s the 
unusual tree with the bright 
yellow fan-shaped leaves? 


Sounds like ginkgo. Ifs 
more commonly used far­ 
ther north. Here it is quite 
slow growing, though its 
unusual form makes it worth 
trying. Limbs shoot out in 
long, straight patterns. The 
leaves are dark green all 
summer, butter yellow in 
fall. The tree has no pests of 
consequence. 
Specify 
a 
male, grafted tree. Female 
trees bear a messy (and 
smelly!) fruit each year. 
Dear Doc: When should we 
plant the following seeds to 
get transplants for our 
spring garden? We’ve never 
grown any of these before: 
a l y s s u m , 
c a l e n d u l a s , 
gloriosa daisies and latana. 
Alyssum and calendulas 
can be sown indoors or in 
greenhouse in early January 
for planting out in mid- 
February. 
Sow gloriosa 
daisies February 
I 
for 
transplanting out in late 
March—early April. 
Lan­ 
tana is best grown from 
cuttings of the new, im­ 
proved spreading types. 
Seedlings are too variable. 


Dear Doc: If the nematode 
chemical DBCP is no longer 
available, how can I clean up 
my garden this fail? It’s 
apparently 
loaded 
with 
nematodes. 
DBCP, whose production 
was halted when it was 
discovered to cause sterility 
in 
those 
who 
were 
manufacturing it, is best 
as a control around existing 
plants. Vapam is really 
much 
better 
as 
a 
nematicide, plus it has none 
of the harmful side effects. 
Treat now, while the soil is 
still relatively warm. 


Dear Doc: How come 
cherries don’t do very well 
here,? 
3Fl's a combination of 
sustained 
hot 
summer 
temperatures and winters 
that aren’t cold enough to 
promote good flowering. 
Most folks have troubles 
even getting the trees to 
grow, let alone set fruit. 
Write to Doc Gard’ner in 
care of this newspaper and 
watch for a speedy reply!

Carta for Sale 
LINCOLN, England (UPI) 
— Everybody talks about the 
Magna Carta, but few people 
have ever seen it. Now you 
can buy a copy. 
The great charter of 
rights, 
on 
which 
both 
English 
and 
American 
common-law is based, exists 
in four copies, one of which is 
at Lincoln Cathedral here. 
As part of the 900-year-old 
cathedral’s campaign to 
raise money for operating 
costs, a colored replica is 
being 
sold 
from 
the 
cathedral’s shop for $9, 
including air mail postage; 
lightweight version, $6 in­ 
cluding postage. 
Ibe lincoln copy of the 
Magna Carta was on display 
in the U. S. during the New 
York World’s Fair of 1939. It 
has seven coats of arms on 
it, including those of King 
John and six of the Run- 
nymede Barons who had 
connections in Lincolnshire. 
One of them was a direct 
ancestor of the current Dean 
of Lincoln, illustrating the 
staunch continuity of British 
tradition. 
It was in 1215 that the 
great Barons of England 
forced King John to sign a 
charter at Runnymede, near 
Windsor, giving them cer­ 
tain fundamental rights in 
law which, over the years, 
have been extended to in­ 
clude ordinary folk.
